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Feeling Harried. 

Probably nothing tires one so muck 
as feeling hurried, When in the early 
morning the day's affairs press on one's 
attention beforehand, and there comes 
the wonder how in the world everything 
if. to be accomplished, whon every in- 
terruption is received impatiently, and 
the clock is watched in distress as its 
moments flit past, then the mind tires 
the body. We are wrong to drive our- 
selves with whip and spur in this way. 
Each of us is promised strength for the 
day, and wo must not wear ourselves out 
by crowding two days' tasks into one. 
If only wo can keep cool and calm, not 
allowing ourselves to be flustered, wo 
shall be less wearied when wo have 
reached the even-tide. The children 
may be fractious, the servants trying, 
the friend we love may fail to visit us, 
the lottor wo expect may not arrive, but 
if we con preserve our tranquillity of 
soul, and of demeanor, we shall get 
through everything creditably. 

Especially is this good advice for 
warm weather. Who feels the heat most? 
Who is most exhausted and prostrated 
1 by its severity? Why, the person who 
flies from fans to ice-water, bemoaning 
herself, who changes her dress a half- 
dozen time a day, who laments that it 
is so warm, and watches tho thermome- 
ter with despairing certainty that it nev- 
er wits so hot before ; who, in short, in- 
tensifies her own discomfort and adds to 
flint of others by constant thinking ol 
it. Women who con stay in-doors have 
the ud vantage of men in warm weather, 
it is wise to air a honso thoroughly ill 
the early morning, and to keep it, as far 
as possible, close and darkened through 
the middlo of the day. Dispense with a 
great tire in the kitchen range, and let 
tho cooking be moderate. Fruits, salads, 
and simple, easily-cooked ceroids arc 
tho proper foods for summer. A gas- 
stove is an economy and a comfort 
Find the coolest place to sit, go quiotly 
about your work and make as little fuss 
ub may bo about its being warm. Lot 
the children have fiequont baths, and 
do not encumber them w ith heavy cloth- 
, hug. Common sense and an easy mind 
help one over most (if life's rough places 
with little friction. 
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The Wound ol' Robespierre. 

Almost all the historians of the French 
Revolution have represented the famous 
wound of Robespierre as solf-inflicted. 
Most of them state that tho bullet ho 
aimed at his own bend broke tho jaw- 
bono, and thus made it impossible for 
him to speak. M. Thiers, howovor, 
makes lighter of the wound, and in his 
account of the scene at tho Hotel de 
Villo, says: "Robespierre drew a pistol 
upon himself, but tho ball, striking be- 
neath the under hp, only pierced tho 
cheek and inflicted a severe, though not 
dangerous wound." This version is now 
in process of being altogether upset by 
an account of the circumstances given in 
the pages of La France. This journal 
reproduces a deposition made by the 
gendarme Meda or Merda, afterward a 
Colonel in the army and a Baron of the 
empire, and some other papers which 
support the story contained in it. Tho 
gendarme says: 

"I knew the elder Robespierre; he 
was sitting in an arm-chair — this was in 
tho hall of the Hotel de Ville — having his 
elbows on liis knees and his head leaning 
on his left hand. I made a rush at him, 
and, presenting my sword to his heart, 
said to him, ' Yield, traitor.' Ho raised 
his head and answered, ' It is you who 
ore a traitor, and I will have you shot.' 
At these words 1 took one of my pistols 
in my left hand, and, stopping ono poco 
asido, fired at liim. I intended to hit 
him in the heart, but the ball struck his 
chin and broke his left jaw." This story 
is confirmed by an engraving of tho 
period, representing Meda in tho act of 
discharging his pistol, and by the fact 
that Meda was s'jortly afterward pre- 
sented to the Convention and warmly 
complimented by tho President upon 
having committed this assault. Th« 
other story is supposed to rest chiefly on 
tho authority of Barras, and it has proba- 
bly no such" solid grounds to back it as 
the tale of the gendarme, who is admitted 
by M. Theirs to havo been one of those 
who first broke in upon the "conspira- 
tors" at the Ho el de Ville.— London 
Qlobc.

ORIENTA L AMUS EMENTS. j 

S«nto of the PecuUerlUcu of Japaues* 
Theater*. 

The entrances and exits to and from 
the stage of a Japanese theater ore all 
mode through the audience by a long, 
raised platform down one Bide, corre- 
sponding with one of our side aisles, 
and introductory remarks are made 
from it. Prompting is not so adroitly 
done as with us. An attendant in black 
squats behind, the star, book in h and, 
and reads every word of his part to him 
in full viaw of all but those of the an- 
dienoo directly in front, since lights ore 
not used, but each actor is accompanied 
by an .invisible .(a man with his faco 
covered with a black cloth) who holds' a 
candle at the end of a long polo, just 
under his face. Tho attendant must 
be well up in tho action of tho part, for 
he is nover in tho way of his principal, 
but nimbly manipulates his eamllo so as 
to avoid intercepting him. Women do 
not net, but men represent them, and it 
is noticeable that men who are above the 
avorago height are always chosen, and 
whoso natural voices are anything but 
effeminate. Stars are paid well, the best 
at the best theater getting §1,000 per 
month. The dressing is quite as ex- 
travagant as ourB, and lie requires no 
less than forty servants, so that his ex- 
penses, like those of all high-salaried 
people, are large. Tho stage has a 
thirty-foot turn-table in tho middle cf it 
by winch scenes are changed quickly by 
Bimply turning it around. Tha stage 
machinery is quite simple. An uprighl 
post, a foot in diameter, was ,the pivot 
of the turn-table, and the periphery rest- 
ed on well-greosod wood bearings, aind 
tho power was that of a couple of coolies 
applied to a stick attached to tho rim. 
The curtain is a light cotton cloth hung 
on a wire. The lights are largo candles 
with thick paper wicks, which require 
Buutliug every few minutes,' and are 
snutfed by an old fellow who handles 
tho snuffers with a professional flourish, 
occasionally dropping a red end iuto a 
box without stopping to apologize. Tho 
foot and fly-lights lie snuffs while the 
play iB in progress, going in and out 
among tho players, regardless of the I 
situation. The play lasts all day and,- 
all night. A box for four costs $2 for a' 
whole day or a whole night. Parties' go 
and stay all day, lunching and smoking 
at pleasure. It is an oxtromoly social 
sight. The Chinese thoateis do not give 
any idea of it. The ventilation is good, 
odors aro not offensive, the gay drosseB 
of the people in the boxes aro pleasing 
ao well as their good faces and their 
bright eyes. That they aro a sympa- 
thetic people is uroven by the fact that 
during tho melodrama, while a poor 
blind orphan was reciting his tale of 
sorrow, heads were bowed all over the': 
house, and women "had real good. cries" 
such as might flatter Clara Morris, were 
sho on tho stage. Tho streets in the vi- 
cinity of tho great theaters aro filled 
with peep shows, and monkey shows, 
and low-priced comic theaters and wax 
llgures, and Hide shows of all kinds, 
which are interesting for a glance, but 
uot generally entertaining. 



A Day in Africa. . 

I am not immodest'enough' ; to assume 
to speak for other readers, but for my 
own part I have beeoino rather tired of 
African travelers. One always knows 
beforehand what they have in thoirpack, 
and precisely the way in which they will 
spread out their wares. Tho victorious

Yet what would 
six months in Af rica amount to without 
this lineal descendant of Robinson Cru- 
soe's man Friday ? 

I may seem to display u want of taot 
in disparaging African travelers, being, 
in a humble fashion, an African traveler 
myself, but I have a rare advantage over 
everybody who has ever visited that 
country cud written about it — I remained 
there only one day. Tho. standpoint • 
from which I view the dark continent .is 
thus unique. If 1 hod ■remained a year, 
or even ft fortnight, I should-hayerfcaaed 
to be original. I should naturally have 
killed my lion, tempted the appetite of 
the anthropophagite, and brought home 
a little negro boy. I did tiono of these 
things, and, instead of obscurely falling 
in at the tail end of a long line of African 
explorers, 1 claim to staad quito alone, 
and in un attitude so wholly unconven- 
tional as to entitle it to copyright. So 
for as I am aware, the idea nover before 
entered tho head of any man to travel 
5,000 miles to Africa, and then to stay 
there only twenty-four hours 1 — T. B.

TEE IMPORTANCE OF THE IS- 
LAND LANDS TO COMMERCE. 

Manyiyears ago, in reviewing the 

• resources of tho .province, anil in com- 
menting upon, the • rthen rapidly-deplet- 
ing yield of the gold fields, we hazard- 
ed thiftr assertion : "There is . believed 
to exist on the East Coast of Vancouver 
Island a greater amount of solid 
wealth than all the rest of the province 
contains. Years hence, when the gold 
yield shall have fallen off almost en- 
tirely and tho attention of people and 
capital shall turn to account the 
economic capabilities of the coun- 
try, tho coal lands of this Island will 
bo found to bu the most valuable 
heritage " the people possess." When 
those words were writtuii— it was in 
1808 — we confess we were thinking of a. 
period in the history of the province 
fully fifty years in advance of the pre 
sent; but aftor a lapse of but fourteen 
years the prediction would appear to 
be on the eve of fulfilment. Incredu- 
lous people may smile when say 
that bur coal lauds aro about to chal- 
lenge the attention of the world and 
to become, an object for the possession 
of which more than one .< wealthy ! cor- 
poration' will enter into keen competi- 
tion. The fact, however, remains that 
tho value of the tract is becoming wide 
ly known and appreciated, and that 
its posesssion is essential to the suc- 
cessful prosecution of groat schemes 
that engage the attention of California 
and Eastern railway magnates. It has 
long been acknowledged that tho only 
truo coal .upon tho coast exists on 
this- island.' Seattle sends a very 
good article of .lignite to San Francisco 
and Tacoma contributes a fair article 
of steam coal, but it crumbles to dust 
as. scon as it is handled and is not 
used for household purposea Vancou- 
ver Island coal is the favorite at San 
Francisco, and were it not for competi 
tion with the British Islands the con- 
sumption of the former would be prac- 

• tically unlimited. British coal is 
brought to San Francisco in vessels 
that come out for cargoes of wheat. If 
they, do not bring coal thoy must eomo 
out in ballast and if they get back at 
San Francisco first cost together with 
the cost of putting in and taking out 
tho coal it is better than bringing out 
ballast for which thoy have to pay but 
which has no value at the end of tho 
voyage. British coal is therefore 
brought to San Francisco in large quan 
tities and the freight, as we have 
shown, being merely nominal, the 
cargoes are sold at a very 
low figure. Now, if something 
should occur to stop the ship- 
ment of wheat from this coast to 
Europe by sail vessels, tho receipts of 
coal from Great Britain at San Fran- 
cisco and elsewhere along the Pacific 
Coast would cease; and as the consump- 
tion would cortainly be a great deal 
more than at present, all eyes would be 
turned to Vancouver Island, having 
tho only iruo coal, as the chief point of 
supply. Well, " something" is about 
tooccur. A project is well advanced 
which Las for its object the transporta- 
tion of wheat by rail from California 
and Oregon to Galveston or No.sv Or- 
leans on the Gulf of Mexico, whence it 
will be shipped by steam or sail for any 
part of the world. The average voyage 
from San Francisco or Portland to the 
United Kingdom is about 145 clays — 
some vessels being out 1 75 days; others 
reaching the port of destination in 114 
days. Stanford, Crocker & Co. pro- 
pose to transport wheat from Califor- 
nia to Galveston or New Orleans in 
twelve days by rail. From those 
ports to the United Kingdom the 
average passage by steamer is 1 2 days 
and by sail 30 days:. They propose to 
carry grain at the same rate per ton 
that is now paid sailing vessels; but 
instead of consuming an average "of 
140 days on the passage 'they will lay 
it down at Liverpool from San Fran- 
cisco in 24 days by rail* and steam or 
in 42 days by rail and sail. The sav- 
ing in interest alone would bosutliciont 
to make the mixed route by land and 
water the favorite one with shippers; 
and where is added to the consideration 
of interest the fact that money may be 
turned five or six times a year by 
adopting tho half-land route, against 
twice a year by tho all- water route, it 
will bo understood that onco Stan-ford, 
Crocker it Co.'s scheme I is i fairly on 
foot only ships that bring cargoes of 
merchandise will resort to this coast. 
Carrying coal for ballast will then 
cease for when freight has to bo paid 
British coal cannot competo with that 
mined on this coast. it must 
therefore retire from the market, 
local sources will be drawn upon 
for a supply' and the consumption! 
of our coal will quadruple immediate- 
ly. American railway men, it is said, 
appreciate the importance of. the coal 
lands of this island. These lands have 
gone abegging for the past eight years 
because no company could bo found 
willing to build a short piece of railway 
between Esquimalt and Nanaimo. 
Now, while the Canadian syndicate aro 
"dickering" with the agent of the pro- 
vince at Ottawa over a few additional 
thousand acres of. land, in. return for 
which theypropose only to lay 65 miles 
of raila, it is said that an American 
company have stepped into the field and 
offer to lay 144 miles of rails for thn

The barque Harvest Homo* has boon 
wrecked ton milos north of tho Columbia 
river, An Astoria special to tho Oregonuin 
says that Capt. Mattspan, of the Harvest 
Homo, which sailod from San Francisco 
on January 4th for Soattlo, I has just ar- 
rived hero, and roports on tho 18th at 
noon by observation tho vessel was 325 
miles from Cape Flattery, bearing north- 
oast half north by compass. At mid- 
night, steering northeast by north, sho 
had made nino miles by tho patent log. 
Half an hour after tho weather was thick, 
and tho vessel struck on a sandy boapli, 
daylight showing her position to bo ton 
miles north of Capo Hancock. At low 
tido one could walk around the vessel. 
"I attribute the loss solely to a defective 
chronometer. According to it I should 
havo beon 200 mileB off shore I left tho 
ship this morning for Astoria, six feet of 
water then being in tho hold. Wo had 
200 tons of merchandise for Seattle."

Tho Camols Aground. 

About noon yestorday tho stoamor 
Pilot took tho four now camols re- 
cently constructed for tho, purpose of 
floating tho atrandod barquo 21st of 
Muy out of tho harbor with the in- 
tention of towing them down to Rocky 
Point. Tho wind, however, increased to 
such a degreo that three of them broko 
away off McCaulay Point and (soon 
drifted on the rocks. Ono of them was 
secured by tho steamer and with this sho 
made the best of her way back to the 
wharf. Tho Etta Whito immediately 
started after tho derelict, but tho surf 
was running so high that nothing could 
bo dono, and tho steamer had no little 
difficulty in getting into tho harbor again 
herself, tho swolls at times making a clear 
breach ever tho upper works. The camols 
are lying in a very precarious situation on 
tho rocks upon which thoy are bumpiug 
with great violence. It is more than pro- 
bable that they will go to pieces beforo the 
gale subsides. This mishap is much to 
bo regretted as further delay and a few- 
more southeaster are liablo to break up 
tho vessel that it wa3 confidently expected 
these camels would save. 

Later.— At dark last evening two of 
the camels woro high and dry on the 
rocks and the other nearly so and appar- 
ently not much damaged.. It was ex- 
pectod, thereforo, that at high tido this 
morning should the storm abato they 
will bo brought back into tho harbor 
when whatevor injury they have sustained 
will be speedily repaired.

RECEPTION OP THE LAND LEAG- 
UERS, 

A Family Difficulty-Killed in tho 
Ring. 

San Francisco, Jan. 17. — One of 
the largest and most enthusiastic de- 
monstrations ever given by tho IriBh- 
American citizens of San Francisco was 
held this evening in honor of tho ar- 
rival of the two great Irish agitators, 
O'Connor and Healy. Tho reception 
was' hold in tho Grand opera houso, 
which was packed almost to suffocation. 
U. J. Toohy, president of tho land 
league, presided. He made a brief in- 
troductory address, after which O'Con- 
nor and Healy spoke. Their addresses, 
which lasted over two hours, were 
listened to by the vast audience with 
tho closest attention and frequently in- 
terrupted- by applause, Tho wliolo 
tenor of the speeches was to tho effect 
that Ireland is now fighting for the 
same property rights which America 
fought for 100 years ago, and unless 
England took her hands from tho 
throats of her Irish tenants they would 
pay no rents. About $1000 was col- 
lected in a few minutes. 

Merced, Jan. 13. — Yestorday after- 
noon a terrible tragedy took place at 
No. 9 quartz mine, near Hornitcs, 
'Maripbsa county. Albert' Branson; 
aged about 22 years, was shot by his 
father-in law, William B. Simmons. 
Tho ball took effect in tho left breast, 
inflicting what is pronounced a fatal 
wound. Immediately aftcr-the shout- 
ing Simmons turned tiio revolver upon 
himself and a bullet passed through his 
brains, producing instant death. Busi- 
ness troubles the cause. 

San Fhancisco, Jam 20. — Georgo 
Fox, one of tho Zorcllo Bros, trapezo 
performers, fell from the trapeze while 
practicing at Woodward's Gardens yes- 
terday, receiving injuries from which 
he died this morning.

Conkling to Enter tho Cabinot. 
The Usujcl Family Slaughter, 

Washington, Jan. 19. — It is said 
Folger will succeed Hunt on the su- 
preme bench, and Conkliug will go into 
the cabinet as secretary of the treasury. 
Davis' action in tho Hunt matter is 
tiius explained by many. Folger's ex- 
perience in the treasury department is 
unpleasant and his work hard. 

•Lancaster, Ky., Jon. 18. — Jas. A. 
"Wilmot, a farmer, living about two 
miles and a half from Lancaster, mur- 
dered his wife, mother and two daugh- 
ters to-day, and then culminated his 
awful act by hanging himself. The 
bodies of Elizabeth Wilmot, his mother, 
aged 89 years, and Mattiu and Mary 
Wilmot, his daughters, aged 19 and 
15, werejlying in their beds with one 
awful cut across tho neck, and showing 
blows from a new sharp ax found ly- 
ing on the floor of the room; also tho 
body of Elizabeth Wilmot, his wife, 
dying on her face on the floor, with 
three or four gashes in her head and 
back, made by the same death-dealing 
ax. Tho servant girl, an infant boy 
and young son escaped from his fury 
by a very narrow margin of time and 
speed. The horrible act, which sent so 
many souls into eternity, was undoubt- 
edly that of an insane man. For some 
time past Wilmot lias been brooding 
over a security debt of §150 which he 
had to pay for a brother-in-law. 

New York, Jan. 19, — In tlie testi- 
mony before tho coroner's jury in the 
Spuyten Duyyil disaster case, Geo. T. 
Hanford, conductor of car No. Oof the 
Chicago express, testified that it was 
the impression that the stopping of the 
train was caused by some persons not 
connected with it, who applied tho air 
brakes. He said there was a party on 
the train who were singing, smashing 
hats and conducting themselves in a 
very disagreeable manner. They were 
passing around bottles of whisky, and 
tho foundation of that accident was 
rum. He had not sufficient help on 
the train to stop such proceedings. 
Among the passengers were a number 
of ex-governors, senators, assemblymen 
and aldermen, and he could not deprive 
them of their bottlcB. 



Police Court. — Tho only-case beforo 
the police magistrate yestorday was ono 
of assault by a Hydah Indian on a boy of 
12 or 13 years of age. Tho chargo was 
fully proven, and as the siwash's record 
was a very bad ono for fighting, drunken- 
ness and idleness ho was sentenced to pay 
a fine of §15 or in default two months' 
imprisonment with hard labor.

THE GUITEAU TRIAL. 

WIITHIRINC ASSAULT BY SCOVILLE ON 
GRANT, C0NKLING AND ARTHUR. 

H0RE 0F ; GUITEAU'S AHTI0S. 

Tho District &ttornby's Unpaid Wash- 
Bill. 

New York, Jan. 19. - Scoville 
in his address said: — There are 
politicians who seek to hide their own 
shamo behind the disgraco of this poor 
prisoner and make him a scapegoat 
for their crime. I say that such men 
as Grant, Conkling and Arthur are 
morally and intellectually? responsible 
for the" crimp.- Mr. Conkling shallnot 
escape, and 'shall not shirk the respon- 
sibility for tho state of things that led 
to this act, and he shall not escape the 
condemnation of tho American people 
if I can help it, for his part in this 
disgracoful scramble for office that led 
to a conflict with tho chosen rulor of 
tho great nation, and led this poor in- 
sane man to compass what they would 
all havo hailed with satisfaction. So 
would probably hundreds of other pol- 
iticians if it could occur other than 
through assassination rejoico in the re- 
moval of Garfield, who stood in tho 
way of their unrighteous and disgrace- 
ful struggle for office. Neither shall 
Grant escape that condemnation which 
he is so justly subjected to, when com- 
ing from Mexico and coming with un- 
due haste to throw his own name into 
this potty quarrel about a small office 
in the republican party, and sought to 
ferment, differences that had sprung up. 
I am nei: going to see the misdeeds of 
these mar. high in power, visited upon 
tho head of this poor insane man, if I 
can help it. This clamor for his blood 
is not for the purposo of avenging Gar- 
field, or of satisfying justice, but their 
theory is this : If it can bo shown that 
this was the act of a sane man, then 
those politicians in high place will say, 
of courso, "we aro not responsible for 
the act of a sane man. To be sure wo 
had some differences, but then it nover 
could have led a sano mau to such an 
act." What is the effect of your ver- 
dict if you acquit him us insane? Why 
people will say some ono is at fault. 
Thoy will say wo will fix the blame 
upon the heads and hearts of thoso mon 
who waged war on our poor dead pre- 
sident, until it drove this poor insane 
man, from reading in daily papers what 
Grant says, and what Conkling says, 
and from constantly thinking upon it, 
to his insane act of killing tho presi- 
dent. These men in high places aro 
the really culpable ones, who will go 
down to posterity with a stigma upon 
their names and with detestation of 
their countrymen fastened, upon their 
momories. 

Mr. Scoville's denunciation of Conk- 
ling and others created a profound 
sensation in the court room. As Boon 
as recess was announced Scoville was 
surrounded by ladies and gontlemen 
and -'congratulated upon Lis fearless ex- 
position. > 

"Scoville said he must protest against 
Corkhill continually volunteering his 
own testimony, as iie did yesterday, 
when he wanted to cast a slur on the 
witness Moss. "I have seen the record 
this morning," said Scoville, "and have 
learned the reason the District Attor- 
ney is against tho witness. It seems 
Moss had to sue Corkhill in the magis- 
trate's court for a $3 wash bill which 
the District Attorney owed Moss' 
wife, and tho record says the District 
Attorney paid her ono dollar and 
twenty cents." 

Guiteau, exultantly — "If they should 
undertako to sue Corkhill for all he 
owes, it would take the time of all the 
courts to attend to tho business." 

As Guiteau was being taken out of 
tho courtroom at recess to-day, ho stop- 
pod to speak to Scoville, when Bailiff 
Tall attempted to movo him along: 
"Behave yourself I" said Guiteau. 

"Come, cornel" said Mr. Tall, em- 
phatically, trying to push him. 

"Lot me alone!" shouted Guiteau. 
"Mind your own business." 

Tall having applied somo pressure to 
Guiteau, tho latter with his manacled 
hands struck the officer on the breast, 
when he was at once seized by officers 
and taken out of the courtroom.

Women have played an important part 
in Russian' history, soys tho Philadel- 
phia Record, from Olgo, a wise and abla 
rulor of tho embryo empire in the mid- 
dlo of the tenth century, to Catherine 
T.L, whoso long and brilliant roign of 
thirty- four years, ending in 179G, exhib- 
its her as tho most successful sovereign 
of Russia since Peter the Groat, It was 
Sophia, a niece of Constantino, the last 
Byzantine Emperor, and wife of Ivan 
ILL, who, toward the close ol tho fif- 
teenth century, caused her imperial 
spouse to introduce tho arts of civiliza- 
tion into the almost barbarous rerlm. 
The good Queen Anastosio, first of the 
royal Romanoffs, is related to have ex- 
orcised the most beneficent influence 
over her husband, Ivan tho Terrible. 
Tho Grand Duchess Sophia, half sister 
of Peter tho Great, was a singularly 
able and ambitions woman, and her ad- 
ministration as Princess Regent, though 
brief, marked a notable epoch in tho an- 
nals of her country. Catharine L, and 
afterword Anna, in the first half of tho 
eighteenth century, wore weak enough 
to allow themselves to be controlled, 
like many male rulers, by persons of 
the opposite sex, and they may be re- 
garded rather as administrative figure- 
heads than otherwise. Elizabeth, who 
reigned from 1740 to 17G2, was an Em- 
press in fact as well as in name. She 
dothroned her immediato predecessor 
after ho had been the nominal head of 
tho nation for about a year. During 
her reign the German party was deprived 
of tho undue influence it had acquired 
only to abuso it; tho Senate was re- 
stored to tho power assigned to it by 
Peter the Great, her father, and hor 
career was altogether worthy of her il- 
lustrious origin, . Her successor, P-?ter 
IDT., was, by a noteworthy repetition of 
history, dethroned by his gitted and en- 
ergetic consort who. as Catharino LL, 
entered upon a reign whoso splendor of 
achievements and sagacity of govern- 
mental methods compare favorably 
with tho career of any monarch tho 
world has over seen.
